local governments. In 1900, an 
amendment authorized St. Louis to 
issue five milions in bonds for the 
Louisiana Purchase centennial. Two 
years later another amendment @n- 
abled St. Louis and Kansas City in 
computing their total bonded debt 
for the purpose of the 5 per cent 
maximum to exclude all bonds is- 
sued in connection with their munic- 


ipally owned waterworks, and in the. 


case of St. Louis all bonds assumed

Of the same general character was 
another amendment approved at the 
same time which authorized cities 
between 2000 and 30,000 inhabitants 
to become indehjed an additional 5 
per cent for the purpose of con- 
structing municipally owned water- 
works or electric light plants.

And What It Pertends for Our Future 


By Dr. W. A. McKEERVER. 
HERE is a plaint going abroad 
from certain eugenists that the 
“better class"’.of the people are 
refusing to have children in suff- 
cient numbers to keep up the stock 
of virile and brilliant human be- 
ings. 

Hiowever, if you will look into the 
matter with discernment you will 
see little cause for alarm. The worid 
ia full of babies, good ores, and the 
crop seems to come short of the de- 
mand Rather than to increase the 
numbers and quality of the children, 
there is far greater need for an 
efficient system of bringing to ma- 
turity those we already have. 

Inherently, our common children 
are 10 times better than the care 
and environment under which they 
are compelled to grow up. The sit 
uation is like that of fertilizing an 
already rich fleld and then permit- 
ting it to grow up with thistles aad 
cockleburs. 

The noxious weeds of economic 
exploitation and the unchecked rav- 
ages of neglect and ill treatment of 
the young are matters which should 
have the first attention of eurenisus 
and other classes of social scientists. 

The great common stock of man- 
kind are the carriers and transmit- 
ters of all the essential human quali- 
ties. The so-called better class are 
found to be simply a class of indadi- 
viduals who happen to “get on” 
rather more successfully than the 
average. But this class fails to vore- 
serve any clear lines of distinction 
through even as few as three suc- 
cessive generations. By the end of 
that brief span of time another 
“better class” has arisen and out 
of the loins of no distinct or dis- 
tinguished group of ancestry. 

Perhaps lees than 10 per cent of 
the children are born with varying 
degrees of inherent weakness of 
mind, body and moral potentiality. 
That this “fringe’ of objectionable 
elements can be reduced through 
constant eugenic and euthenic meas- 
ures there is little doubt. But the 
facts that: 

‘The poor you always have with 
you,”’ and—— 

“Man is prone to sin as the 
sparks to fly upward’’—these seer 
to be eternal and insurmountable 
obstacles to the practical perfection 
“of human existence on the earth. By 

the very nature of its changes, se-
